This is one of the clearest possi­ 
ble indications of the m arket at pres­ 
ent. 
Shipments continu e large, 3060 
sacks, or nearly eleven carloads, hav­ 
ing been received over Su nday. 
One 
of the brokers who handles a 
large 
proportion of the 
potatoes 
arriv ing, 
declared that the ou tcome of the pres­ 
ent situ ation can only be a dumping 
of a large share of the spuds coming 
in at present. 
There is no other way 
ou t of it, owing to the fact that the 
northern dealers refu se to listen ¡to lo­ 
cal advices and continu e to ship de­ 
spite the prevalent glu t. It is impos­ 
sible to sell more than a day’s su pply 
of old potatoes, owing to the larger re­ 
ceipts of local new stock every day.
